The Headline that Rocked the World 
AUSTRALIA 3. - BRAZIL 1 


The year is 1986, and Australia has just created soccer 
history. Not only has it just defeated Brazil in the 
World Cup Final, but also displayed a type of game 
which will be recognised as the new method for the next 
ten years. 


Rubbish, you say. Australia will never become a world 
power in soccer. Let us just examine what will be re- 
quired for such prophecy to be fulfilled. 


LACK OF PLAYERS 


Australia has no world class players. At the moment 
that is true; but only because they do not have the 
opportunity to develop their abilities to the full. 

The history of Australian sport demonstrates that 

Aussie sportsmen and women possess the natural qualities 
needed to succeed. The list is outstanding and covers 
just about every sport Possible, but not soccer. Why 
not? Simply because Australian players have not had the 
consistent coaching, training, and competitive practice 
needed to develop talents to the full. Australia could 
match almost any country in the world with its youth 
players --- coaches like John Warren and Rale Rasic 

have said this for years. But the emphasis of Australian 
soccer over the past fifteen years has been placed on 
junior football to the detriment of the adult game. 

The youth policy has not worked because the young players 
in general did not receive the breadth of coaching, train- 
ing and consistent competitive games with older players 
to develop their talents. All over the world outstanding 
athletes and sportsmen compete against competitors of 
similar ability. For example 13 year old Rumanian girls 
win Olympic gymnastics gold medals in open competition; 
17 year old boxers can do likewise. There are many 
outstanding soccer players in England, Scotland, Germany, 
Italy, Spain and South America playing in games in open 
company. Why not in Australia? 


Australian players, regardless of where they were born, 
given the optimum coaching, training, and competitive 
opportunities, will develop into World Class players. 


STYLE 


The second development that has to occur in Australian 
soccer is the rapid growth of a truly national Aussie 
style. It is no use Australia copying the English 
style, the German style, the Yugoslavian or Brazilian 
styles. It has to develop its own style based on its 
own national characteristics. What are these? 


Rugged individualism and flair. 
Agressive skills. 

Defensive bravado. 

Carefree easy-goingness. 
Battling underdog. 


This down not mean that other national styles may not 
suit the Australian way. Rather it means that Australians 
will play the game in a way which will suit the paying 
spectators --- a way with which they can identify. A 
carefully formulated coaching strategy consistently 
promoted by each State Coaching Federation in harmony 
with the National Coaching Scheme, and reflected in the 
top Leagues in Australia. The Australian soccer spectator 
flock back to games which emphasise those aspects which 
he wants to see. 


How these qualities can be fostered in a truly National 
style is a task of great magnitude which has to be under- 
taken as quickly as possible. 


If it does, then the headline mentioned at the beginning 
would be more than a silly dream; it would be an emerging 
reality.

Meet Tony Henderson 


"The best player I have ever seen in Australia". 
That is how former A.C.T. Representative player 
Johnny Lea of Downer Olympic summed up his 
impressions of Tony Henderson earlier this year. 
And there is little doubt Tony has earned such 
accolades. He came to Canberra City after being 
recommended to John Warren by Ron Tilsed, Brian 
Stoddart and John Brown, who had all played both 
with him and against him in the South African 
National League. 


Tony was born in Newcastle, England, on 14 January, 
1954, and learned most of his football in the Geordie 
area. At 16 he signed for Blackpool, but left that 
club after only six months and joined Rotherham 
United where he stayed for 4; years, 


In 1975, he went to the East London Club in South 
Africa, where he stayed until early this year. 


Tony is a gifted, intelligent player. He particularly 
likes a midfield roving commission where he can 
dominate play if given the opportunity. 


He is renowned for his spectacular heading, his long 
raking passes to either wing, and his ability to 
draw players himself to leave his team mates in the 
clear. Like Brian Stoddart, Tony thrives on scoring, 
and he has scored two (2) goals already this season. 


Tony's ambition is to win the Philips League champion- 
ship. His idol is Franz Bechenbaur, and there is a 
hint of the German general in Tony's play, especially 
when he becomes the libero. 


Canberra City is very fortunate to have a player of 
Tony's ability in its team. His leadership on the 
field encourages his team-mates, and he feels strongly 
that Canberra City is a side which will defeat most 
Philips League teams this season. 


The Club would like to wish Tony every success both on 
and off the field while he stays in Canberra.
